kindly manuer and sympathy was a help
to all who dame In contact with her. It
16 almost impossible to apprecine the
sacrificos this couple made in leaving
thelr home and friends and the privileges
of pleasant, social and chureh relations,
to come into w wild country to live, for
many yours almost eut off from human
soclety, thut they might secure, n lome
for themselves and thefr family, Her
Iifo was full of kindness and charvity, She
wis the friend of all In distress and was
known for her readiness to help those in
peed.  After hier hasband's death, July
17, 1575, sho remained at the homestesd
and ecould not be persuaded to leuve it for
the greater comforts sho might have eo-
Joyed, preforring as shie said to livo iu the
old home, She was the mothor of eleven
chilldren, four of whom are still Uving
Jumes, of Nowmansville; Daniel ol Tio-
uestn, aud Henry and Josephineg, who
Lave remained at home L eare for their
mother in her old age, There are also
living twenty-five grandchildren sand
twolvo great-grandchildren.
